GENERAL 

101.  Title 

This  By-Law  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  Protective  By-Law 
of  the  Town  of  Duxbury,  Massachusetts  and  is  referred  to  herein  as 
"this  By-Law." 

102.  Authority 

This  By-Law  is  adopted  in  accordance  with  and  pursuant  to  the  authority 
granted  to  the  Town  of  Duxbury  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  ^OA  as  amended 
by  Chapter  808  of  the  Acts  of  Massachusetts  Legislature  of  1975  as 
amended . 


103-  Establishment  of  Prior  Rights 

The  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  not  affect  any  one,  any  contract 
executed  or  liability  incurred  prior  to  Its  effective  date,  or  any 
suit  or  prosecution  pending  or  to  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  right, 
rule,  regulation  or  by-law  or  to  punish  any  offense  under  the  prior 
By-Law  which  may  be  modified  or  repealed  by  this  By-Law.     All  plans 
and  permits  legally    approved   and   all    applications   and  actions 
taken   under   the   provisions   of   prior   Zoning   By-LaWs   and  prior 
'to   the   effective   date   of   this    By-Law   shall    not   be  voided 
hereby   and   shall    remain    in    full    force   and  effect. 

]0k.  Purpose 

This  By-Law  is  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  health,  safety, 
convenience  and  general  welfare  of  all   inhabitants  of  the  Town,  to 
lessen  the  danger  from  fire,  congestion  and  confusion  and  to  improve 
and  beautify  the  Town  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  and  the  General  Laws.     The  By-Law  is  further  intended 
to  reconcile  man's  basic  need  and  desire  for  adequate  shelter  and 
support  facilities  associated  with  contemporary  living  with  the 
preservation  of  natural   resources  and  historic  and  natural  features. 
It  is  also  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  to  utilize,  to  the  maximum 
extent  possible,  the  powers  granted  to  the  Town  so  as  to: 

10^.1.     protect  the  Town's  significant  environmental  and  historic 
features  such  as:  salt  marshes,  wetlands,  brooks,  ponds, 
water  resources,  municipal   facilities,  historic  areas, 
natural  features,  and  to  provide  within  this  By-Law  methods 
to  minimize  adverse  effects  of  developments. 


10^.2     adopt  standards  to  measure,  evaluate  and  control   the  impact 

which  future  land  development  will   have  on  the  Town's  natural 
resourses,  municipal   facilities,  historic  areas,  natural 
features,  and  to  provide  within  this  By-Law  methods  to  minimize 
adverse  effects  of  developments. 

10^.3     develop  rational    land  deve  1  cp.Tient  alternatives  through  an 

equitable  and  prescribed  negotiation  process  to  establish  a 
balanced  land  use  pattern  responsive  to  individual  site  service 
capacities,  planning  standards  and  adjustable  densities  of  land 
use  and  to  provide  reasonable  community  improvements  consistent 
with  the  needs  of  the  development  at  each  site. 

establish  within  this  By-Law  techniques  to  allow  the  Town  to 
measure  and  evaluate  economic  impacts  of     future  development  on 
the  Town's  financial  structure  and  to  provide  within  this  By-Law 
methods  to  minimize  adverse  impacts  by  introducing  varied  land 
uses. 

105.  Comprehensive  Plan  Reference

105.3  aid   in  the  accomplishment  of  the  conservation  objectives  of  the 
Town  as  stated  in  the  Comprehensive  Plan; 

105.^     further  the  goals  of  providing  flexible  zoning  regulations  and 
quality  standards  to  provide"  planned  neighborhoods  as  stated 
in  the  Comprehensive  Plan;  and 

105.5    provide  a  basis  for  making  available  necessary  public  uses  and 
open  space  and  for  historic  p'-eservat  Ion  within  residential 
communities  as  expressed  in  the  Comprehensive  Plan. 

106.  Non  Conforming  Uses 

Any  lawful  building  or  structure,  or  lawful  use  of  a  building,  structure 
or  land,  or  part  thereof,  existing  at  the  tine  of  adoption  of  this  By-Law 
or  existing  at  the  time  of  an  amend-.ent  to  this  By-Law,  which  does  not 
conform,  to  the  regulations  thereof  r,ay  be  continued  as  a  non-conforming 
use,  subject  to  the  following  provisions: 


106.1  Discontinuance^  -  Any  non-conforming  use  which  has  been  discon- 
tinued  for  more  than  two  (2)  years  or  any  non-conforming 

:  ..r-. -I- bui  Idi  structures  or  land  used  primarily  for  agriculture, 

floriculture  or  horticulture  which  have  been  discontinued  for 
more  than  five  (5)  years  shall  not  be  re-restabl i shed  and  any 
future  use  shall  conform  to  the  regulations  of  this  By-Law. 

106.2  Restorat Ton  -    A  non -con forming  use, which  has  been  damaged  or 
destroyed  may  be  rebuilt  or  repaired,  but  the  restoration  shall 
not  exceed  the  original  area  or  height  and  shall  not  be  located 
nearer  the  way;  provided,  however,  such  restoration  is  substan- 

V->'>_  _  tial ly  completed  within  two  years,  except  five  years  for  non- 

""conforming  buildTngs,  structures  or  land  used  primarily  for 
^^^^^^^^^^^  horticulture  or  floriculture,  of  the  date  of

against  ordinary  wear. 

106.3  Change  of  Use  -  A  non-conforming  use  shall  not  be  changed  except 
to  a  conforming  use  or  except  to  another  non-conforming  use  if 
the  Board  of  Appeals  grants  a  special  permit  for  such  use  based 
on  a  finding  that  such  use  is  not  more  detrimental  to  the 
surrounding  area. 

106.^     Limitation  on  Intensity  and  Size  -     Except  a  dwelling  or  acces- 
sory use  on  a  non-conforming  lot,  a  non-conforming  use  shall  not 
be  expanded  in  size  or  intensity  of  use  without  a  special  permit 
from  the  Board  of  Appeals.     Said  expansion  of  size  or  intensity 
of  use  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  per  cent  in  the  aggregate  of 
the  original  size  or  Intensity  existing  at  the  time  of  the  crea- 
tion  of  the  non-conforming  use,  except  in  the  case  of  non-confor- 
^^^"^  y^^-.C  ming  buildings,  structures,  or  land  used  pr  imari  1  y  for  agriculture, 
floriculture  or  horticulture.  ■  h.^.^c. 

106.5    A1 terat ion  -  Except  a  conforming  dwelling  or  conforming  accessory 
use  on  a  non-conforming  lot,  a  non-conforming  use  shall  not  be 
altered,  reconstructed,  extended  or  structurally  changed  without 
a  special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals,  provided  that  said 
Board  finds  that  such  alteration  Is  not  substantially  more 
detrimental  to  the  neighborhood  than  the  existing  non-conforming 
use,  except  as  the  same  may  apply  to  non-conforming  buildings, 
structures  or  land  used  primarily  for  agriculture,  floriculture 
or  horticulture. 

107.  Municipal  Uses 


A  municipal  use  shall  be  exempt  from  this  By-Law  when  such  use  is 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  a  Town  meeting.

202.     LOCATION  OF  DISTRICTS 

202.1.  Zoninc  Kap  -  Said  districts  are  located  and  bounded  as  delineated 
on  the  Duxbury  Zoning  Kap,  dated  March  13,   1373,   Including  the 
Wetland  and  Watershed  Protection  District  Map  dated  March  13,  1971, 
as  revised  and  amended  to  date  and  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Town  Clerk.     The  Zoning  Map  with  boundaries  of  the  districts  and 
all  explanatory  matter  thereon  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  By- 
Law.     Any  conflict  between  the  map  and  the  description  of  any 
district  in  the  written  terms  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  resolved 
according  to  the  written  terms. 

202.2.  Supplemental  areas  in  the  Residential  Conpat I b I  1  I ty  District  -  The 
Residential  Compatibility  District  shall  also  Include  an  area  upon 
which  a  dwelling  has  been  built  or  a  lot  designated  on  a  subdivision 
plan  approved  by  the  Plar,ninc  Eoard  prior  to  March  13,   1973-  It 
shall   also  Include  all  designated  areas,  except  those  In  a  neigh- 
borhood business  district,  measured  two  hundred   (200)   feet  from  a 
lot  line  of  a  lot  on  which  an  existing  residential  or  institutional 
structure  v;as  erected  prior  to  March  13,  1973  and  on  which  is  per- 
mitted residential  and  institutional  development  similar  to  the 
existing  residential   development  as  defined  In  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  By-Law.      In  the  case  of  a  tract  of  land,  n're  (9) 
acres  or  rrore,   it  shall   Include  all  areas  except  those  in  a  neign- 
borhood  business  district  within  a  distance  of  three  hundred  (300) 
feet  measured  in  all  d I rect I ons  f  rom  the  sides  of  an  existing  resi- 
dential or  institutional  structure  which  was  in  existence  and 
erected  prior  to  March  13,   1973  and  on  which  residential  and 
institutional  development  similar  to  existing  residential  develop- 
ment is  permitted  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 


202  .3  .  District  Boundary  Line  Descriptions 

2  02  .3  .  1.    Where  a  district  boundary  line  is  shown  as  following 
a  street,  railroad,  or  utility,  the  boundary  shall  be  the  center 
line  thereof  as  said  line  existed  at  the  date  of  the  Zoning  Map 
unless  otherwise  indicated. 

202.3.2.   Where  a  boundary  line  is  shown  outside  of  a  street,  rail- 
road, or  utility  and  approximately  parallel  thereto,  the  boundary  shall 
be  deemed  parallel  to  the  nearest  line  thereof,  and  the  figure  placed 
on  the  Zoning  Map  between  the  boundary  and  such  line  shall  be  the 
distance  in  feet  between  them,  as  measured  at  a  right  angle  from,  such 
line  unless  otherwise  indicated. 

202.3  .3  .   Where  a  boundary  line  is  shown  as  following  a  watercourse, 
the  boundary  shall  coincide  with  the  center  line  thereof  as  said  line 
existed  at  the  date  of  the  Zoning  Map. 

2  02.3.4.    Where  a  boundary  line  shall  include  a  numerical  figure 
followed  by  the  letters,  M.S.L.  ,  it  is  at  that  number  of  feet  above 
Mean  Sea  Level.    The  basic  source  for  determining  such  s  line  shall 
be  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  as  interpreied  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  or  subsequent  field  surveys. 

2  02.3.  5.   Where  a  boundary  line  is  indicated  as  a  property  or  lot  line 
and  the  exact  position  of  such  line  is  not  defined  by  measurements, 
the  true  location  thereof  shall  be  taken  as  the  boundary'  line  as  said 
line  existed  at  the  date  of  the  establishment  of  such  boundary  line. 

0  2  02.3.6.   Where  the  location  of  a  boundary  line  is  othervv'ise  uncertain, 

the  Building  Inspector  shall  determine  its  position  in  accordance  with 
the  distance  in  feet  from  other  lines  or  bounds  as  given  or  as  measured 
on  the  Zoning  Map  and  good  engineering  practice. 

202.3.7.    Where  a  boundary  line  other  than  a  Wetlands  Protection 
District  boundary  line  divides  a  lot,  a  use  permitted  as  a  matter 
of  right  or  by  special  permit  in  the  less  restricted  district  may  be 
extended  not  more  than  thirty  (3  0)  feet  into  the  m.ore  restricted 
portion  of  the  lot.

DEFINITION  OF  TERMS 

301.  General 

In  this  By-Law  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings  unless 
a  contrary  meaning  is  required  by  the  context  or  is  specifically  prescribed. 
Words  used  in  the  singular  include  the  plural  and  words  used  in  the  plural 
include  the  singular.   Words  used  in  the  present  tense  include  the  future. 

302.  Definitions 

302.1.  Applicant  -  The  person  submitting  any  application  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  By-Law  including  a  firm,  association,  organization, 
partnership,  trust,  company  or  corporation  as  well  as  an  individual. 

302.2.  Authorized  By  or  Approved  Bv  -  Utilized  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
#                                when  a  special  permit  has  been  granted  for  en  exception  to  the 

terms  of  this  By-Law. 

302.3.  Board  of  Appeals  -  The  Board  of  Appeals  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury. 

3C2.4.  Buffer-  An  open  space,  landscaped  strip,  earth  m.ounds  or  natural 
woodlar.ds  utilized,  to  separate  uses  or  to  separate  a  Planned 
Development  and/or  Residential  Cluster  Development  site  from, 
all  boundary  uses. 

302.5.  Building,  Attached  -  A  dwelling  unit  connected  on  both  sides  to 

an  adjacent  unit  by  a  common  or  party  wall  with  a  separate  exterior 
entrance  for  each  unit. 

il^  302.6.  Building,  Detached  -  A  dwelling  unit  which  stands  alone  and  has 

no  party  walls  or  walls  in  common  with  an  adjacent  building  except 
for  a  garage  or  other  appropriate  accessory  attachment. 

3  02.7.  Building,  Multi-Fam.ily  -  Three  or  more  dwelling  units  within  a 

building  with  a  unit  contained  on  one  floor  and  with  units  sharing 
an  exterior  door. 

302.8.  Building,  Semi-Detached  -  A  dwelling  unit  connected  on  one  side 
to  an  adjacent  unit  by  a  common  or  party  wall  with  a  separate 
exterior  entrance  for  each  unit. 

302.9.  Coverage  Ratio  -  The  average  maximum  proportion  of  impervious 
(building,  paving)  ground  coverage  permitted  per  acre  of  land  in  a 
Planned  Development  or  Residential  Cluster  Development. 
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302.10  Developer  -  The  person,  persons,  corporation,   trust  firm  or 
partnership  or  other  legal  entity  who  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  development  of  land  and/or  structure(s)    or  is 
charged  with  the  execution  of  a  Planned  Development  and/or 
Residental  Cluster  Development  under  this  By-Law. 

302.11  Development  Schedule  -  A  schedule  of  the  rate  of 
construction  of  housing,  business  and  industrial  units  and 
improvements  required  under  a  special  permit  granted  for  a 
Development  Application. 

302.12  Dwelling  -  A  building,  or  portion  thereof  designed 
exclusively  for  residential  occupancy,   including  single 
family,  two  family,  and  multiple  family  dwellings,  but  not 
including  hotels,  motels,   boarding  houses,   trailers,  or 
structures  solely  for  the  use  of  transient  or  overnight 
occupants. 

Dwelling  Unit  -  One  or  -.ere  rocms  providing  cor.plete  living 
facilities  for  one  family,   including  equipment  for  cooking 
or  provisions  for  the  sam.e,   and  including  room.s  for  living, 
sleeping  and  eating. 

302.  14  Family  -    (1)   One  or  m.ore  persons  related  by  blood  or 
marriage  and  including  not  more  than  four  additional 
persons,   or    (2)    not  more  than  five  unrelated  persons, 
occupying  a  duelling  unit  and  living  as  a  single 
housekeeping  unit. 

302.15  Farm  -  Any  tract  of  land(s)    used  for  the  production  of  crops 
or  the  rearing  of  animals  or  livestock. 

302.  16  Find ing s  -  A  written  report  of  a  decision  reached  by  a 
reviewing  agency  as  required  by  this  By-Law. 

Guest  House  -  A  single  farilv  dwelling  in  which  rocir.s  are 
rented  by  the  person  resident  therein  to  persons  occupying 
such  rooms  for  one  night  or  for  longer  periods. 

302.  18  Height  -  The  vertical  distance  r;easured  from  the  highest 
point  of  a  structure  to  the  -ean  finished  grade. 

302.  19  Professional  Persons  and  Ho.Tie  Occupation  -    (1)    The  use  of  a 
dwelling  by  a  professional  person,    resident  therein,   such  as 
a  doctor,   lawyer,  surgeon,  dentist,  architect,  engineer, 
surveyor,    real  estate  or  insurance  broker,   as  a  principal 
location  for  the  practice  of  such  profession;    (2)   A  usual 
occi:p5,tion  concreted  by  b.   resiier.-   therein;    (3)    prevised,  i" 
all  cases,   that  a  Special  rer~it  cherefor  has  been  qranzez 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals.     A.  Special  Permit  shall  not  allow 
the  use  to  occupy  more  than  twenty-five    (25%)    of  the  total

The  Special  Permit  may 
contain  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Appeals 
considers  necessary  to  meet  the  standards  set  forth  in 
Section  906.2. 

302.20  Home  Owner's  or  Resident's  Association  -  A  legal 
organization  approved  by  this  By-Law  composed  of  all 
resident  owners  in  a  Planned  Development  and/or  Residental 
Cluster  Development  responsible  for  owning  or  maintaining 
common  property,  providing  for  compulsory  membership  for 
such  residents,  equitable  voting  rights  and  effective 
participation  opportunities. 

302.21  Improvement  Schedule  -  A  program  extending  over  the  period 
of  a  proposed  development  during  which  certain  improvements 
agreed  upon  by  the  developer  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  are  to 
be  installed  by  the  developer. 

302.22  Informal  Hearing  -  Any  scheduled  meeting  not  advertised  as  a 
public  hearing  of  he  reviewing  body  at  which  time  the 
applicant  miay  submit  material. 

302.23  Interested  Party  -  Any  person  who  holds  an  interest  in 
property  within  five  hundred    (500)    feet  of  a  lot,  with 
respect  to  which  a  special  permit  or  variance  is  sought  or 
who  is  entitled  to  receive  notice  of  hearings  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  under  G.L.,  Ch.  40A. 

302.  24  Land  Improvement  -  An  improven^en t  involving  the  allocation 
of  certain  lands  and/or  buildings  for  utilization  by  the 
public. 

302.25  Landowner  -  The  record  owner  of  the  fee  simple  title  to  a 
parcel,   tract  or  lot  of  lanq. 

302.26  Lot  -  A  parcel  of  land  used  or  set  aside  and  available  for 
use  as  the  site  of  one  or  more  buildings  and  buildings 
accessory  thereto  or  for  any  other  definite  purpose,   in  one 
ownership  and  not  divided  by  a  street,   not  including  any 
land  within  the  limits  of  a  public  or  private  way  upon  which 
such  lot  abuts,  even  if  the  fee  to  such  way  is  in  the  owner 
of  the  lot. 

302.27  Lot  Area  -  The  horizontal  area  of  the  lot  exclusive  of  any 
area  in  a  public  or  private  way  open  to  public  uses. 

3  0  2.  2 £  :^jr.-Re£icential  Parking  Rgrio  -  The  rr:inimumi  n um.be r  of 

parking  spaces  required  for  each  one  thousand  (1,000)  square 
feet  of  non-residential  building  floor  area. 

302.29  Non-Residential  Uses  -  Uses  other  than  residential  intended 
to  be  utilized  in  conformance  with  an  approved  Planned 
Development  Application. 
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302.30  Open  Space  -  Land  area  which  is  not  covered  by  buildings  or 
impervious  material. 


302.31  Open  Space,  Common  -  A  restricted  parcel  or  parcels  of  land 
or  an  area  of  water,  or  a  combination  of  land  and  water 
wthin  a  site,  designed  and  intended  for  the  common  use  and 
enjoyment  of  the  residents  of  a  Planned  Development  or 
Residential  Cluster  Developm.ent ,  exclusive  of  rear,   side  and 
front  yards,   and  owned  or  controlled  by  the  residents  or  an 
organization  controlled  thereby,   the  Town  of  other  public 
agency  or  charitable  organization. 

302.32  Open  Space  Ratio,  Common  -  The  mnimum  number  of  square  feet 
of  open  space  required  per  resident  in  a  Planned  Development 
or  Residential  Cluster  Development. 

302.33  Parking  Perimeter  Radius  -  The  maximum  distance  from  a 
principal  entrance  in  which  the  required  num.ber  of  parking 
spaces  shall  be  located. 

302.34  Plan  -  A  graphic  description  with  information  required  by 
various  sections  of  this  By-Law. 

30  2.35  PI anned  Development  -  Residential  Cluster  Development  -  A 
pTan  under  this  By-Law  for  a  number  of  dwelling  units  and 
accessory  uses  which  is  prepared  in  conformance  with 
prelim.inary  qualification  and  site  analysis  requirements  anc 
processed  as  a  Development  Application  through  the  special 
permit  procedure  administered  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

302.36  Planning  Board  -  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury. 

302.37  Preliminary  Qualifications  -  The  determination  of  the 
suitability  of  a  site,  landowner,   developer,   and  conditions 

for  the  subm^ission  of  a  Development  Application  for  a 
Planned  Development  or  Residential  Cluster  De ve lopm.ent . 

302.28  Projections  -  Cornices,  eaves,  gutters,  outside  chimneys, 
belted  courses,    steps,   stoops,   bay  windows,   terraces  and 
bulkheads. 


302.39  Public  Donation  -  A  technique  of  preserving  common  open 

space  by  its  donation  either  by  a  perpetual  conservation  or 
preservation  restriction  or  in  fee  to  the  Town  for 
conservation  purposes  or  to  a  public  agency  or  private 
charitable  organization  whose  purposes  include  the 
acquisition  and  holding   cf  land  for  open  space  purposes. 


302.  40  Repor t  -  A  written  description  with  information  required  by 
various  sections  of  this  By-Law. 
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302.41  Review  Body  -  The  Planning  Board  with  the  assitance  of  other 
Town  committees,   commissions  and  boards  designated  by  the 
Boa  rd . 

302.42  Setback  -  An  area  of  specified  dimensions  extending  from  the 
property  line  to  the  building  line  wich  may  be  utilized  for 
paving,   landscaping  and  utilities. 

302.43  Site  -  A  land  area  submitted  for  Planned  Development  or 
Residential  Cluster  Development. 

302.44  Site  Analysis  -  The  determination  of  the  use  intensity, 
restricted  development  areas,  public  improvements  and_ 
protected  areas  for  a  Planned  Development  or  Residential 
Cluster  Development. 

302.45  Story  -  That  part  of  a  building  above  the  basement  or  cellar 
and  between  the  top  of  any  tier  of  floor  beams  and  the  top 
of  the  tier  of  floor  or  roof  beam.s  next  above. 

302.46  Street,   Feeder  -  A  way  which,    in  addition  to  providing 
access  to  abutting  properties,   intercepts  local  streets  to 
provide  a  route  serving  fifty    (5)    or  m.ore  dwelling  units,  to 
give  access  to  community  facilities  and/or  other  collectors 
and  major  streets. 

302.47  Street,   Local  -  A  way  desicnec  to  be  used  primarily  to 
provide  access  to  abutting  properties. 

302.48  Town  -  Town  of  Duxbury. 

302.  49  Use  Intensity  -  The  miaximum  number  of  housing,  business  and 
industrial  units  per  acre  overall  or  that  portion  of  a  site 
allocated  for  that  purpose. 

302.50  Use  Restriction  -  A  qualification  placed  upon  any  or  all 
parts  of  a  site  which  shall  define  the  uses  permitted  on  the 
land. 

302.51  Yard  -  The  minimum  width  of  open  space  required  adjacent  to 
a  building. 

302.52  Way  -  Any  public  way  or  private  way  shown  on  a  Plan  approved 
unSer  the  provisions  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  or  any 
way  in  existence  when  the  provisions  of  said  Subdivision

USE  REGULATIONS 


401  .    Basic  Requirements 

401  .1  .  Prohibited  Uses  -  In  any  district  no  use  will  be  permitted  which  will 

produce  e  nuisance  or  hazard  from  fire  or  explosion,  toxic  or  corrosive 
fumes,  gas,  smoke,  odors,  obnoxious  dust  or  vapor,  harmful  radio- 
activity, offensive  noise  or  vibration,  flashes,  objectionable  effluent 
or  electrical  interference  which  may  affect  or  impair  the  normal  use  and 
peaceful  enjoyment  of  any  property,  structure  or  dwelling  in  the  Town. 
Parks  for  trailers,  travel  trailers,  tent  trailers,  trailer  coaches,  and 
motor  homes,  and  auto  dismantling  and  junk  operations  are  expressly 
prohibited . 

401  .2.  Permitted  Uses  -  No  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  and  no  building, 
^  premises  or  land  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  in  any  manner  other 

than  as  regulated  by  Section  401  .1  and  as  permitted  and  set  forth  in 
Section  402,  Schedule  of  Use  Regulations,  and  in  accordance  v/ith  the 
following  notation: 

Y    (Yes)  -     Use  permitted 

SF  (Special  Permit)  -     Use  allowed  under  a  special  permit 

for  an  exception  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals  as  provided  hereafter 

N    (No)  -     Use  prohibited 

Uses  permitted  and  uses  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  in 
conform.ity  with  ail  the  density  and  dimensional  regulations  and  any 
other  pertinent  requirements  of  this  By-Lew.
